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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
1. Restriction to the following invention is required under 35 U.S. C. 121: 

Claims 1-8, drawn to method of determining prognosis of prostrate cancer, classified in 
class 435, subclass 6. 

Claims 1-8 is subject to restriction. Applicant is required to elect a specific gene or 

combination of genes from table la, lb, lc, and/or table 2. It is noted that if applicant does not 

elect the gene trp-p8, then claim 2 will not be examined. If applicant does not elect genes from 

either table 2, claim 8 will not be examiner and if applicant does not elect genes from table la-c, 

claim 1 will not be examined. This is NOT an election of species . Nucleotide sequences 

encoding different proteins are structurally distinct chemical compounds and are unrelated to one 

another. These sequences are thus deemed to normally constitute independent and distinct 

inventions within the meaning of 35 U.S. C. 121. Absent evidence to the contrary, each such 

nucleotide sequences are presumed to represent an independent and distinct invention, subject to 

restriction requirement pursuant to 35 USC 121 and 37 CFR 1.141. By statute, "[i]f two or more 

independent and distinct inventions are claimed in one application, the Commissioner may 

require the application to be restricted to one of the inventions." 35 U.S.C. 121. Pursuant to this 

statute, the rules provide that "[i]f two or more independent and distinct inventions are claimed

in a single application, the examiner in his action shall require the applicant... to elect that 
invention to which his claim shall be restricted."
